Blake, with Officer W. D. Farmer, 
of the Calera police force, took the girl 
to a Birmignham hospital for medical 
treatment after, he said, she com- 
mitted suicide when he took her into 
custody. 

Friends and relatives of Miss Mon- 
teabdro refused to accept this ex- 
planation and several investigations 
into the affair culminated in the in- 
dictment. of the two officers for mur- 
der and the present trial.

At Geneva Parley 


Soviets Attend Peace 
Meeting Only To Show 
Scorn for Efforts of 
Others Toward Peace. 


DEMANDS REAL 
MOTIVE IN ACT 


Delegation Announced 
Purpose of Disclosing 


Failure of Capitalistic| 


Parley Before Meet. 


Geneva, March 20.—(4)—The soviet 
disarmament plan submitted by:Maxim 
Litvinoff for consideration by the 
preparatory commission on disarma- 
ment came up today for a round rating 
by Lord Cushendun, who succeeded 
Viscount Cecil as Great Britain’s rep- 
resentative at Geneva. 

The British delegate plainly declared 
that during all the efforts of the 
League of Nations for the past seven 
years, the Moscow government had 
reviled it, and in his opinion, the so- 
viet delegates were at Geneva to show 
their scorn for the league and do it 
all the damage they could. 

Lord Cushendun at the outset, look- 
ing straight at M. Litvinoff, said he 
was going to be frank. He carried 


‘out his promise. 


“The soviet delegation is not here 
to help the league solve the disarma- 


ment problem,” said the British dele- 
gate, “amd we have the right to ask 
what the real motive of the soviet is.” 


Refers to Attack. 


He then referred to M. Litvinoff’s 
attack yesterday on the work of the 
league, when the soviet assistant com- 
missar of foreign affairs asserted that 
the only material proposition the 
league had considered would allow 
some countries to keep 2,000,000 men 
under Sem and had decried the league 
general] 

Before proceeding to dissect.the so- 
viet disarmament plan, Lord Cushen- 
dun declared: “The purpose of the 
league is to preserve peace. We must 
assume that that is the object of the 
ners proposal. But what kind of

“We are justified in doubting it, 


because they solem announce their 
intention of eerer ng rebellion in 
every country , where they can exer- 
cise influence.” 

Snatch Away Mask. 


Cushendun quoted from the official 
soviet organ, which declared in a re- 
cent issue that the Russian delegation 
“was going to Geneva to snatch the 
mask from the face of capitalist coun- 
tries,” he remarked that that was not 
indicative of a spirit of cooperation, 
Nevertheless, every item of the soviet 
proposal, he added, ought to be care- 
fully considered. 

At this the soviet delegation became 
very attentive, only to discover that 
the consideration the speaker gave 
them was more than they expected. 
He proceeded to dissect with merciless 
precision the plan paragraph by para- 
graph, to show that it was contrary in 
every way to the covenant of the 
League of Nations. 

Replying to Mr. Litvinoffs refer- 
ence to the futility of the league's 
efforts, he said: “M. Litvinoff seems 
never to bave heard of Washington, 
where we agreed to reduce the ton- 
nage of big warships; he -has never 
heard of our offer to reduce tonnage 
further nor of our proposal to sup- 
press submarines.’ 

The British delegate then compar- 
ed these actual results with what 
might he expected from the soviet 
plan. The League of Nations, he 
pointed out, had been studiously omit- 
ted from the soviet documents as well 
as mention of Geneva, he took this 
as suggesting that Russia pretended 
to set up a rival organization which 
might supersede the league in time. 

In conclusion he told the commit- 
tee that it was not for the soviet or 
anyone else to revise the statutes of 
the League of Nations or transform 
the covenant of the league and de- 
clared that the chart of the great 
peace institution made it impossible 
to consider the soviet disarmament 
plan at this time before it had been 
referred to their governments.

Ottawa, Ont., March 20.—(/)—De- 
spite the statement of Ernest § La- 
Pointe, minister of justice, that it is 


unlikely any. announcement will be 
made today, the report in well-inform- 
ed circles persisted that the death sen- 
tence of Doris .McDonald, sentenced 
to be hanged with her husband for the 
murder of a taxicab driver, is to be 
commuted. 

The woman’s fate is believed now to 
rest with the governor general, Min- 
ister LaPointe followed the usual 
course in declining to make any state- 
ment till the case is finally disposed 
of. The best information available 
is that the recommendation to. the 
governor general is for commutation. 
It is also. reported that the council 
turned down the man’s plea for life. 

Formal announcement of Mrs. Mc- 
Donald’s fate would not be made till 
the order-in-council has been confirmed 
by the governor general. 

The parents of McDonald paid fare- 
well visits to him today while his 
mother-in-law, also in the city, ap- 
plied for permission to her daugh- 
ter, Doris, once more befere the dou- 
ble execution scheduled for Friday. 

John McDonald, of Sydney, N. &S., 
father of the man who was sentenced 
to be hanged for the murder of a 
taxicab driver, visited the prison this 
morning and Mrs. -McDonald, who 
lives in Portland, Me., saw her son 
in the afternoon. McDonald was 
calm during both meetings and an- 
nounced that he was prepared to die. 

Mrs. Hazel Grieco, of Chicago, who 
has been here for some time in an 
effort to obtain clemency for her 
daughter, has asked permission to see 
her once more. 

Elaborate preparations are td 
made for the execution. After to- 
morrow none but qualified officials 
will be allowed near the jailyard in 
Valleyfield where the gallows are to 
be erected. Traffic will be diverted 
by 150 armed guards while machine 
guns will be mounted on the jail walls 
as an additional precaution. 

Reporters and cameramen will be 
barred from the execution and it will 
only be known that it has been car- 
ried out when the sheriff makes his 
official statement and the black flag 
is raised over the jail Friday morn- 
ing.

Washington, March 20.—(/)—Lat- 
est figures available concerning gov- 
ernment revenue from the first quar- 
ter tax payments, which will have 
considerable bearing on prospects for 
tax reduction this year, show that 
Mar@éh 17 the treasury had received 
$215,550,008, that figure comparing 
with $197,690,398 for the same period 
of last year. 

If the same proportion of gain 
should continue until the end of the 
month, the total income tax collec- 
tions of the government for 1928 
would be possibly $100,000,000 higher 
than estimates hitherto made. That 
this increase will continue, however, is 
hardly expected, because officials say 
that the increasing familiarity of in- 
come taxpayers with the government’s 
requirements and the increasing ef- 
ficiency of collectors’ offices in re- 
porting receipts may account for the 
apparent advantage this March. 

President Coolidge has agreed with 
congressional determination to await 
the complete results of the March 15 
income tax payments before determin- 
ing upon tax revision in 1928. The 
next few days of the payment com- 
pilation are expected to demonstrate 
how far reduction cotild go. In the 
meantime, the government’s cash bal- 
ances, under influence of the heavy 
flow, of receipts are reaching their us- 
ual seasonal high point. The treas- 
ury balance at the close of business 
Saturday was $438,572,477.

War in 1914 Disclosed 


S. To Stop! 


Washington, March 20.—(4)—De- 
tails of ‘the activities of the’ Wash- 
ington government in 1914, in the ex- 


‘citing days at the outbreak of the 


world war, are filled in through de- 
livery to. the press tonight by the sen- 
ate department of an 800-page volume 
containing supplementary documents 
on foreign relations in that year. 

A preface note explains that it is 
the first of a series of <uchk supple- 
mentary publications to cover the pe- 
riod from 1914 to 1919. 

When the volume has been com- 


pletely indexed, it will plwee in the 
hands of students of history. much ad- 
ditional information of American 
aspects of the war outbreak and of 
American efforts tu avert thé: great 
calamity. 

Many of the more important ex- 
changes were made public at the time. 
of their delivery to the gov ernment or 
ambassador addressed. Even in its 
edited form, with selection carefully 
made: from the “vast mass of war 
papers accumulated in state depart- 
ment archives, however, will contrib- 
ute to filling in vacaneies in under- 
standing of all that transpired. in 
those tumultous days. 

Those familiar with the process by 
which the selection was made say it 
was based on a desire to make avail- 
able all papers which had important 
bearing on shaping erican policy 
in any emergency the war chaos pre- 
Even communications to and 
from private citizens are disclosed to 
bring out this purpose. 

One aspect.of the new work is that 
many notes heretofore made public 
only in paraphrase now may be pub- 
lished in actual text since the neces- 
sity of protecting code systems no 
longer exists. 

Among outstanding matters em- 
phasized by the ptblication is the ef- 
fort continuously made’ by President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan to find 
means to avert the European con- 
flict. The work begins with inter- 
changes over efforts to expand the 
Bryan conciliation treaty frame work 
which by Ju Bes 1914, had been ac- 
cepted f principle by 34 countries.

Belection of Delegates 

- by Committee Instead of 
Primary Aids Him—No 
Change in Sentiment. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 
Washington, March 20.—Any well- 
based summary of what is happening 


among local democratic leaders 
throughout the country must record | 
that the signs point increasingly to- 
ward the nomination of Governor 
iSmith, of New York. ‘It should be 
added that the leaders who oppose 
Smith, and especially the women 
among them, are as quietly deter- 
mined as ever and as calmly confi- 
‘dent that they will have much more 
than the number of delegates ne€es- 
sary to veto the nomination of the 
New York overnor. 

The chief reason for the accretions 
of strength picked up for Smith has no 
relation to any change in popular sen- 
timent. ‘There is no record of any 
community or group of voters who 
have changed their position from anti- 
Smith te prosmith, or from dry to 
wet. The true reason for Smith‘s ac- 
cretions of delegates and potential 
delegates lies in the extreme degree 
to which delegates this year are being 
chosen, not by the voters through pri- 
maries, but by leaders in informal 
conferences, 

In cemmunity after community 
where a great majority of the demo- 
crats are dry, delegates are being 
chosen who will yote for Smith. 
Delegates favorable to Smith are be- 
ing chosen by local democratic léaders 
who are themselves dry. The motive 
animating these local leaders all come 
down to one. That is the assurance 
given these leaders anil the belief 
held by them, whether correctly or 
not, that if Smith is the democratic 
candidate he can carry New York 
sfate, which has not given a demo- 
cratic majority in a presidential elec- 
tion since 1892. The local democratic 
leaders in the west think that if Smith 
can carry New York against the re- 
publicans that will give the party a 
real chanee to win in the country as 
an whole. 

Public Counted Out. 

This disposition to accept Smith 
is accelerated by the revelations about 
oil scandals, Logically those revela- 
tions would seem to suggest the nomi- 


recent campaign in the west and will 
make another in the south. Actually 
the reasoning of 
leaders take a different direction. They 
have began to think, for the first 


time as a rule, that the oil scandals 


may give the democrats a chance to 
win, From this they pass to conclud- 
ing that the best way to perfert that 
chance is to nominate the one man 
who holds out some promise of carry- 
ing. New York into the democratic 
column. 


Such reasoning would not move the- 


electorate as much as it does party 
leaders; but it is the party leaders 
who are selecting the bulk of the dele- 
gates. In Louisiana, for example, the 
delegates to the democratic national 
convention hare been chosen by a few 
men who dominate the state commit- 
tee, without any reference to county 
conventions, or even a state conver- 
tion and much less to a popular pri- 
mary. The delegates in this sonthern 
state were picked to support Smith, 
which would hardly have happened 
through any expression of popular sen- 
timent, Another reason moving some 
leaders to accept Smith is fear of 
their own future if they oppose him. 
It is difficult to get state leaders 
to stand as favorite sons against 
Smith. It is argued that anyone who 
undertakes this role will be marked 
by the democrats of New York and 
the east and will be preventéd from 
ever having any future chance for the 
presidential nomination. 

The degree to which popular senti- 
ment determines or affects the chance 
of delegates to the democratic nomi- 
nation is less than in any other pres- 
idential year during a generation. In 
only three states out of the 48 will 
there be a conclusive test, through 
popular primaries, with Smith enfer- 
ed against candidates representing 
other sentiments. These are Califor: 
nia, Oregon and South Dakota. It is 
argued that if in these states there 
should be a convincing demonstration 
of anti-Smith strength, it might be 
accepted as a warning of what would 
happen in the election. It is claimed 
especially that if Walsh should he 
strong in these primaries he would he 
likely to be strong in the convention.

COSTS STATE $46 613 


Reports of audits of three state 


departments were filed with Governor 
L. G. Hardman Tuesday by Sam J. 
Slate, state auditor. The departments 


cevered were public buildings and 
grounds, state forestry board and the 
state veterans’ service bureau. 

The state spent $76,593.02 during 
1927 upon upkeep and improvements 
for the state capitol and the gover- 
nor’s mansien, it was revealed this 
week in the audit of public buildings 
and grounds department. 

Nearly $20, of the amount, it 
was shown, went for additions and 
betterments in the capitol. 

Maintenance of the capitol, the re- 
port showed, cost the state $46,613.34 
for the year, while the upkeep of the 
mansion cost $10,042.05. 

Receipts of the Georgia state for- 
estry board increased from $1787.57 
in 1926 to $31,550_.in 1927, a gain of 
more than 75 per cent—due principal- 
ly to increased aid from the federal 


government—it was disclosed in the | 


audit of the board filed with Governor 
Hardman by Same Jd Slate, state au- 
ditor. 

The increase in government aid for 
the year was given as $15,881.45 in 
the audit, with increased revenue from 
private individuals totaling $128.82. 
The total amount derived from the 
government during 1926 was placed 
at $19,991.60, with individuals pay- 
ing $203.82 for timberland examina- 
tion. 

Maintenance of the veterans’ serv- 
ice office at the state capitol, for as- 
sisting veterans of the world war and 
Spanish-American war in handling 
compensation claims, cost the state 
$11,803.22 during 1927, the depart- 
ment coming well within its receipts 
of $12,784.45 for the year. 

Of the $12,784.45 listed under “re- 
ceipts,” the audit showed that $10,600 
came from state appropriation for 
1927, the remainder consisting of bal- 
ances carried over from the preceding 


ar. 

Mr. Slate, in his comments upon 
the audit, stated that the department's 
system of accounting was satisfactory 
and the work neatly done. 
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| Following Official’s Visit 


Postmaster Encouraged 
Over Atlanta’s Chances 
in View of New $100,- 
000,000 Appropriation. 


Considerable encouragement over 
the chances of Atlanta for obtaining 
a new federal building to replace the 
present congested structure was ex- 
pressed Tuesday by Postmaster E. K. 
Large in announcing the visit of H. 
G. Richey, district manager of the 
treasury department, who is here on a 
fact-finding survey of Atlanta’s federal 
building facilities. 

“The fact hat an additional $100,- 
000,000 has been authorized by con- 
gress to be added to the $100,000.- 
000 already appropriated for the fed- 
eral ‘building program leads me to be- 
lieve that Atlanta stands an excellent 
chance of obtaining- a new federal 
building.” Mr. Large said. 

Mr. Richey has compiled an ex- 
haustive report regarding the local 
building, giving the expansion 
of the government’s business here over 
periods of years, the space available. 
and the value of property in certain 
sections of the city. His report will 
be turned over to the committee ip 
charge of the federal building pro- 
gram, which will study the facts con- 
cerning each city and then decide 
where the new buildings will be placed 
and how much will be spent for each 
strneture, Mr. Richie said. The com- 
mittee is composed of the secretary 
of the treasury, the postmaster gen- 
eral and the director of the budget. 


Building Plan Unformulated. 


Just what form the building would 
take if decided upon by the committee 
is purely a matter of conjecture at 
present, Mr. Large pointed out. The 
postmaster said that if the commit- 
tee decides on a new building for At- 
lanta a number of different projects 
naturally will suggest themsélves,

Conditions in the local postoffice 
building are said to necessitate the 
erection of a new federal building 
within the near future, as the post- 
office department is now using every 
available inch of space, and will be 
forced to lease outside floor space if 
the mail volume grows any heavier, 
which -appears inevitable from the 
monthly reports of the postmaster. 

The present structure, erected . in 
1910, has seen postal receipts more 
than quadruple from $1.055.724 in 
1910 to $4,510,429 in 1927. In 1900 
the receipts were $339,644.58, or less 
than the present yaverage monthly re- 
ceipts. The present land area occu- 
pied by the federal building is 214 
feet hy 217 feet, ana, according te 
postoffice officials, there is need for 
a federal building occupying at least 
300 by 300 feet. 

Tremendous: growth has been expe- 
rienced by the postoffice department 
here, to the extent that no more space 
is available in the federal building 
than is actually needed, it was said. 
Postoffice officials pointed out that 
to concentrate all of the governmental 
offices under one roof would be to the 
great advantage of both the public and 
the service, and in the interests of 
efficiency and simplicity. A number 
of federal departments are now housed 
in outside office buildings because of 
the congestion, it was said, 

$5,000,000 Estimated Cost. 

Although postoffice officials would 
not express an opinion as to the prob- 
nble cost of the desired new federal 
building, it was stated that the cost 
would be at least $5,000,000, for land 
and construction.

Message. 


Sir Arthur.Conan Doyle, writing in 
the London Sunday Express, tells a 
remarkable story about Harry Hou- 
dini, the famous conjurer. * Houdini, 
as is well known, was the arch enemy 
of spiritism. As a matter of fact, he 
wrote a book, citiny numerous cases 
in which mediums had been exposed 
as frauds. It appears that Houdini 
agreed with his wife on a secret pass-

M. Francois Coty, the Freneh per- 
fume manufacturer, who changed his 
name originally from Francisco Spo- 
turno, is also the owner of Figaro, 
the most conservative of Pari«ian 
dailies. In this journal M. Coty wages 
a violent campaign just now at elec- 
tion time against all that is radical 
in French politics. There is a curi- 
ous resemblance between M. Coty’s 
ideas and those of Marshal Von Luden- 
dortf on the subject as to who brought 
the “socialist poiso:.” into the world.

Georgia is steadily forging forward 
in the chief attributes of a major com- 
monwealth.

The inventor then threw the 
switch labelal WHN-WPAP, and 
again the dial spun .automatically to 
the correct position and an an- 
nouncer of the station was heard sign- 


ing off. 

ietastina WHAF, WOR, WJZ were 
subsequently tuned in by the same 
automatic process. Stations WGY, 
Schenectady, and WSAI, Cincin- 
nati, also were labeled on the panel 
switches and a throw of the latter 
brought the Ohio station in precisely 
tuned, : 

Other sets included some models 
worked by plungers and buttons in- 
stead of the throw switches. A con- 
trol was provided on each of the sets 
for volume, swhile another knob per- 
mitted manual instead of automatic 
tuning. ° 

Due to pending patent litigations, 
Mr. Marvin would not disclose the de- 
sign of his device and supplied only a 
limited technical description. It was 
thought probable that the set was of 
the three-condenser type, and in its 
operation each condenser was set inde- 
pendently of the others and instantly 
locked inte place. 

Adaptable to Any Circuit. 

According to Mr. Marvin, he de- 
signed the set to suit his own person- 
al fancy and is not looking forward 
toward the commercial production of 
the device. He indicated that it would 
be particularly adaptable to women 
and children as well as the blind and 
afflicted. 

While the device is adaptable to any 
circuit, it would have to be installed 
on a.set at the time of its manufac- 
ture and could not be easily adapted 
to ready-built models, Mr. Marvin re- 
marked. 

That he has been working on the 
models for some time in the past was 
indicated by a receiver that had auto- 
matic buttons bearing the call letters 
of stations WJY and WAHG, both 
of which had been long discontinued. 

The disclosure that the sets were 
battery operated was made when the 
sets continued te operate by candle 
light during a short circuit which put 
the house current out of commissiot. 
The short circuit was caused by the 
attachment of Kleig lights to the 
house lighting circuit for the use of 
motion picture photographers. 

G. Clayton Irwin, general manager 
of the radio world’s fair, was present 
at the demonstration and announced 
that’ Mr. Marvin's automatic-control 
tuning dévice will be placed on pub- 
lic demonstration for the first time 
at the next time in September. 

Mr. Marvin was associated with 
Thomas A. Edison during the early 
days of his career.

Charleston, W. Va., March 20.— 
(/)-—-Three intervening defendants in 
the lake cargo injunction suit sug-, 
gested in federal court today that in 


event an injunction was granted re- 
straining the interstate commerce 
commission from making its recent 
decision effective the “status quo” of 
the present rate structure be preserved 
pending final disposition of the case. 

The suggestion was made iu argu- 
ments before Circuit Court Judges 
Johno J. Parker and . Elliott North- 
cott and District Judge George W. 
McClintic in opposition to the appli- 
cation of 520 southern coal operators 
for an injunction to restrain the com- 
mission from putting into effect its 
order preventing the southern rail- 
roads from granting a _ . voluntary 
freight reduction on coal] shipments 
to the northwest territory. 

Others Favor Suggestion. 

First advanced by A. G. Gutheim, 
counsel for the operators of the Pitts- 
burgh district, the suggestion was lat- 
er seconded by Andrew P. Martin, 
counsel for the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie railroad, and BK. 8S. Ballard, 
counsel. for the Cambridge district 
operators of Ohio, Attorneys directly 
representing the government made no 
Statement in that connection in their 
arguments, 

Ballard pointed out that the order 
of the commission directing cancella- 
tion of the reduced rates previously 
suspended, became effective March 27 
tle suggested any action of the court 
must necessarily be made shortly but 
proposed that in event additional time 
was needed by the court to consider 
the merits of the case that some 
method be worked out whereby the 
present, rate ‘structure would be un- 
disturbed pending a fina] decree.

Form and Timing. — 

It’s a rather easy matter to compare-this game of trap shooting to 
the game of golf. Probably in no other game but golf are form and 
timing so all-important as in this thing of breaking little clay targets with 
a scatter gun. 


Sitting back with the gallery the task of smashing every 
clay as it leaves the trap house looks as simple.as falling off a 
log or any other object hard to sit upon. But if you will watch 
the topmost shots of the gang you will be struck with the fact 
that their form is just about the same. * 


Once in a long while you ‘will find the exception afiong the good , 
shots who crouches extremely when he calls for the target and you will 
find the man like Harold McKenzie, one of the best shots in the south, 
who stands “‘off-balance” with feet spread along a line at right angles to 
the line of flight of the target. But most of them use about the same 
form at the post just as most good golfers use about the same form at 
the tee and on the fairway. | 


Qust as in golf you will find the fast shooter and the slow 
shooter both breaking targets. Among the good shots at the 
Dixie shoot are Harry Lanier, state champion; Charlie Skinner, 


of Waynesboro;:H. D. Freeman, of Atlanta, and Arthur Cusca- 
den, professional, who all shoot very rapidly. They drop their 
targets inside the 34-yard line all the time, even on bad an- 
gles, and such shooting is pretty and looks much easier than 
the slow style. . 


On the other side of the fence you will find Harold McKenzie, a 
comparatively slow shooter, who had a year-long average in 1927: of 
nearly 97 per cent. W. R. Beckwith, of Tampa, another veteran end a 
95 per cent shooter, belongs in the slow class. 


Many times the fast shooter is only fast in the act of 
getting on the target, while others call rapidly for’ targets. 
Probably the greatest example of this latter type is Charlie 
Skinner, who calis for his target when the target of the man 
ahead of him has not hit the ground. 


It is interesting, too, to watch the difference in the way different 
shooters call for their targets. Some of them “coax” the target with a 
soft call, while others, Skinner and Freeman, growl like an infuriated dog 


when they want the target.
